CLAIMS PRESENTED 

Because the proposed amendments filed after final Office Action were not 
entered, claims 1-71 remain presented. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant is thanked for arguments. The discussion of the phrase "error- 
correcting codes" seems to have raised a misunderstanding. The term "error correcting 
code" is a term of the art. The term usually refers to the portion of any code that is used 
to handle potential of any errors arising during any computing or any communication or 
any other information handling. Some codes use all parts of the code for error 
correction, and others do not; some codes do not have a separate portion devoted 
explicitly for error correction, and other codes do have a separate portion devoted 
explicitly for error correction. Note, for instance, Reed-Solomon codes. All codes that 
carry information allow for potential of errors. 

Applicant may mean something entirely different for term "error correcting code." 
Instead of a code that carries information to and from portions of 
computing/communication, Applicant may merely mean a code that corrects errors! In . 
this meaning, Applicant may even mean a code that corrects human errors in 
transcription/typing. If this (Applicant means something different than was interpreted 
by the Office) is true, then a further clarification and/or a further Office Action is 
necessary. 
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The Office respectfully requests explanation, amendment or any other 
appropriate action regarding these issues. Because these issues do not appear to have 
been clearly raised in the previous Office Actions, this Office Action is made NON-final.
